The Senseless or Selfish Clamor for a Political Change. 


From Speech of Acceptance o£ President Tuft, August 1, 3013, 


Those who have left the Republican Parly under the inspiration of their present leader, and 


our old opponents, the Democrats, under their candidate, are going- in a direction they do not definite- 
ly know, toward an end they cannot definitely describe, with hut one chief and clear'object, and that 
is of acquiring power for their party by popular support through the promise of a change for the 
better. 
What they clamor for is a change. 
They ask for a chknge'in Government so that the Gov- 


ernment 
may 
be restored 
to 
the 
people, as if this had not been a people's Government since 


the beginning of the Constitution. I have the fullest sympathy with every reform in governmental 
and election machinery which shall facilitate the expresion of the popular will, as the short ballot 
and the reduction in the number of elective officers to make it possible. But these gentlemen pro- 
pose to reform the Government, whose present defects, if any, are due to the failure of the people 
to devote as much time as is necesstry to their political duties, by requiring a. political activity by 
the people three times that which thus far the people have been willing to assume; and thus then 
remedies, instead of exciting the people to further interest and activity in the Government, will 
tire them into such an indifference as still further to remand control of public affairs to a minority. 


But after we have changed all the governmental machinery so as to permit instantaneous ex- 


pression of the people in constitutional amendments, in statutes, and in recall of public agents, 
WHAT THEN ? Voles are not bread, constitutional amendments are not work, rcfercndums do 
not pay rent or furnish houses, recalls do not furnish clothing, initiatives do not supply employment 
or relieve inequalities of condition or of opportunity. We still ought to have set before us the def- 
inite plans to bring or complete equality of opportunity and to abolish hardship and evil for human- 
ity. We listen for them in vain.
